DENFELD GOES--VAUGHAN STAYS 


One illustration of what's wrong in Washington, came 
last week when Admiral Louis E. Denfield, recently removed 
as Chief of Naval Operations, asked to be retired while Presi- 
dent: Truman made it clear once again that he will keep Major 
General Harry H. Vaughn as his Army aide. 

‘Now, off hand, these two occurrences may seem to have 
little, if any, connection. But the point is that the nation is 
losing the active services of one of its most capable Navy men 
while one of its most incapable Army officers stays on in a key 
White House position. 

The president saw fit to kick Admiral Denfeld out of his 








‘post when the Navy Chief criticized the way the unification 


program was being handled. Naturally, Denfeld was prejudiced 
in favor of the Navy, but there is good reason to believe that 
he was genuinely concerned not only over the future of the 
nation’s sea arm but over the whole defense set-up as well. 

At any rate, for speaking his mind—which he did only 
at the request of a congressional committee—Denfeld lost his 
job. Now the country is losing him. 

On the other hand, Mr. Truman has not seen fit to get rid 
of his blustering, plundering Army aide who has been involved 
in one mess after another.. General Vaughn, you see, is a 
personal friend of the President’s. Admiral Denfeld was not. 

This is what might be called not good government but 
good fellow government.

INDEPENDENCE, MO. MAYOR DIES 


INDEPENDENCE, Mo. (UP)—Roger B. Sermon, perennial 
mayor of Independence and life-long friend of President Truman, 
collapsed in front of the city hall late yesterday and died shortly 
afterward: The mayor, who was 60, was stricken as he was about 
to enter his automobile. He was rushed to the Independence sani- 
tarium’ and pronounced dead in the emergency room. His death ap- 
parently was due to a heart attack, doctors said. 


MORE SUSPECTS IN BRINK’S CASE 


BOSTON (UP)—Two more suspects were seized by police late 
yesterday in connection with the $1,500,000 Brink’s Inc., robbery but 
an official said they looked “as phony as all the rest.” Also brought 
in for questioning were four employes of a garage that is part of 
the Brink’s north end building but is not associated with the money 
transportation firm. Police apparently wanted to question these men 
to learn if the bandits could have escaped by driving out of the 
garage. 


BLIZZARD HITS BRITISH COLUMBIA 


; VANCOUVER, B. C. (UP)—The Dominion weather bureau last 
night issued a blizzard warning for the interior of British Columbia. 
The warning sald a wind-whipped snowstorm which lashed Van- 
ona and coastal points this afternoon would move inland late last 
night. 


BRT STRIKE PREDICTED BY CHIEF 


PORTLAND, Ore. (UP) —W. P. Kennedy, president of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen, predicted here yesterday union 
members will have voted for a nation-wide strike when strike ballots 
are counted Jan. 31 in Cleveland. Kennedy said trainmen were vot- 
ing “almost unanimously” for a strike for the 40-hour week and 
“equalization of pay.” He said crews want more money for operat- 
ing the railroad’s bigger and heavier trains. 


UAW CUTS CHRYSLER PENSION DEMAND 


DETROIT (UP)—The CIO United Auto Workers cut their de- 
mands on Chrysler corporation to a “rock bottom” 10 cents an hour 
yesterday, but the auto firm still said no in the face of a strike dead- 
line Wednesday. The UAW, looking to avoid a mid-winter strike, said 
if Chrysler would accept the 10-cent package plan for pensions and 
other benefits, “technical details” could be arbitrated to forestall a 
walkout. But Robert Conder, company industrial relations director 
said the proposal was unacceptable, 


FEPC BILL GETS FAST SHUFFLE 

WASHINGTON (UP)—Speaker Sam Rayburn yesterday side- 
tracked house consideration of the controversial Fair Employment 
Practices Commission bill in favor of a measure to grant statehood 
to Alaska. The move apparently puts the politically-explosive FEPC 
issue on ice for at least a month.

ANGRY MINERS DEFY LEWIS 

PITTSBURGH (UP)—Angry rebel miners defied John L. Lewis’ 
back-to-work order yesterday and sent organized picket bands into 
the soft coal fields, idling 65,000 miners in five. states. The hungry 
but determined miners relentlessly toured mining communities in their 
“no eontract, no work” drive and crossed state lines to spread the 
wildcat walkouts. The rebel ‘strikes were the biggest protest against 
a Lewis work order in almost four years.

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Deputy Berlin 
Commander Dies 


BERLIN (UP) Retired Col. 
William 'T. Babcock, 52, deputy 
U. S. commander in Berlin, died 


here early yesterday of a heart 
attack brought on by fighting the 
Cold War. 

Babcock, who became Berlin De- 
puty Commander May 1, 1946, heid 
the post throughout the long and 
bitter Berlin blockade and conflict 
between western and Soviet au- 
thorities. His dcath came as the 
Russian instituted a “little block- 
ade” of the city in tactics similar 
to those preceding the big block- 
ade of 1948. 

His superior, Maj. Gen. Maxwell 
Taylor, American Berlin command- 
er said Babcock died because “he 
worked to the breaking point and 
beyond” fighting the Cold War. 

He died 13 minutes after he was 
rushed to the hospital after suf- 
fering the attack which doctors 
said was unexpected. 

Babcock was one of the first 
U. S. military government officers 
to arrive in Germany, accompany- 
ing the former commander, Col. 
Frank Howley in 1946. He was one 
of Howley’s closest advisers dur- 
ing the Berlin blockade. 

He is survived by his wife, the 
former Jean Allendale, who was 
with him hcre.
